Bushels of 
Grain Missing 


WASHINGTON CAP)—Agricul- 


ture 
Department 
investigators 


have found shortages of about a 
million bushel's 
in • government- 


owned '.grain—mostly 
corn ,and 


soybeans—stored in commercial 
warehouses in the Midwest. The 
value of the vanished grain was 
about $1.1 million. 


The shortages are the aggregate 


of 11 individual instances pre- 
viously reported. In eight of the 
cases,, the government has asked 
federal courts to appoint receivers 
for the warehouses and to issue 
restraining orders against further 
landling of grain by the ware- 
lousemen. 
More than two billion bushels of 
;overnment-owned surplus grains 
are stored in commercial ware- 
louses and in government bins. 


Officials said 
that additional 


ihortages may be found in the 
weeks ahead as declining grain 
upplies are pulling much grain 
out of storage for 
commercial 


use, The declining supplies re- 
lect cutbacks in production and 
ncreases in use, both at home 
and abroad. 


Officials expressed 
confidence 


.hat no financial losses would re- 
sult for the government. Many 
small losses occur from lime to 
ime, reflecting shrinkage in the 
weight of the grain during stor- 
age as well as handling losses.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) — A Su- 


perior Court judge holds tho key 
to the fate of a pretty Phoenix 
television star and the unborn 
baby she fears will be malformed. 


Judge Yale McFate is sched- 


uled to decide today whether the 
Maricopa County attorney and the 
attorney general of Arizona will' 
be defendants in Mrs. Robert L. 
Finkbine's suit for court approval 
of a proposed abortion. 


"Miss Sherri," a sMrs. Fink- 


bine is known on "Romper Room" 
her children's show, says she has 
taken thalidomide, blamed for the 
births of malformed children. 


If the judge rules against Mr. 


and Mrs. Finkbine and co-com- 
plainant Good Samaritan Hospi- 
tal, the cause will reach a dead 
end. Attorneys for the plaintiffs 
say that with no defendants there 
is no case. 


But if Judge McFate says ei- 


ther or both officials are proper 
defendants, the case is expected 
to proceed. The judge asked Fri- 
day that all papers necessary for 
a hearing be filed by today.
